The following letter from John 
Bright was read at the Lexington din- 
ner last Monday :— 

Rochdale, April 2, 1775. 

"Dear Sirs, — I have to thank you 
for the kind invitation you have for- 
warded to me to join in the ceromouios 
and rejoicings in which you expect to 
bo engaged on the 19th of this mouth. 

"I cannot cross the ocean to join 
- - your great company, and I know not 
how to write you a letter fitting the 
occasion. 1 would rather not think of 
an oceasion when Englishman shed 
blood, and English blood, on your 
continent, and I would prefer to cele- 
brate the freedom and grandeur of 
your country on somo other day. But 
I can rejoice with you in that freedom 
■ and grandeur, and wish with you that 
they maybe perpetual.

Mr- Gladstone and the Lex- 
ington Centenary 

In response to the toast, at Lexing- 
ton during the centenial celebration, 
"England and the United States," the 
following letter was read from the ex- 
Premierof England, Mr. Gladstone:- 
"London, March 5, 1875. 

"Gentlemen, — I have the honour to 
receive the letter in which you con- 
. - tot to me a very warm and courteous 
invitation to attend the banquet which 
it is proposed to hold at Lexington in 
. commemoration of the attainment of 
the ^dependence of the United States 
of America. The circumstances of 
the war which yielded that result, the 
principles it illustrates, and the re- 
markable power* and characters of 
the principal men who took part, 
•whether as soldiers or civilians in the 
struggle, have always invested it with 
a peculiar interest in my eyes, quite 
independent of the concern of this 
country in the events themselves. On 
account of these features, that war 
and its accompaniments seemed to me 
to constitute one of the most instruc- 
tive chapters of modern history, and 1" 
have repeatedly recommended them to 
younger men as Bubjocts of especial 
study. With these views, I need not 
say how far 1 am from regarding the 
approaching celebration with indif- 
ference. It is entirely beyond my 
power to cross the sua, even with the 
present admirable communications, 
fer the purpose of attendance. The 
presold time happens to be- for me, 
even independently of my attendance 
in parliament, one of very urgent oc- 
cupations, which lam not at liberty to 
put aside; but 1 earnestly hope, and I 
cannot noubt, that the celebration will 
bo worthy of the occasion. In a re- 
trospective view of the eventful per- 
iod, my countrymen can now contem- 
plate its incidents with impartiality. I 
do not think they should severely 
blame their ancestors, whose struggle 
to maintain the unity of the British 
empire is one that must, I think, after 
tho late great war of the north and 
south, bo viewed in America with some 
sympathy and indulgence. Wo can 
hardly b"o expected to rate very highly 
the motives of thoso other powers who 
threw their weight into tho other 
scale, and who so sensibly contributed 
tQward. accelerating, if not, indeed, to- 
■wards determining tho issue of tho 
war. Yet for one I can most truly 
r»v that, whatever tho motives and 
however painful tho process, they, 
While Hooking to do an injury, con- 
forrod upon us a great benoftt, by 
reloaHing us from efforts tho continua- 
tion of which would have been an un- 
mixed evil. 

"As regards tho fathors of the Amer- 
ican Constitution themselves, I beliovo 
wo can and do now contemplate their 
great qualities and achievements With 
an admiration as pure as that of Amer- 
ican citizens themselves, and can ro- 
joico no less heartily that, in tho hands 
of Province, tb&y were made the in- 
Htfinnants of a purpose mo-.,i bouofiq- 
aj tp the wprlcj. 

"The circumstances under which 
tho United States began their national 
pxistonco, and their unexampled r«. 
jpidity of itdviuico in wealth and popu- 



lation, enterprise and power, have im- 
posed on their people an enormous re- 
sponsibility. They will be tried, as 
we shall, at the bar of history, but on 
a greater scale. They will lo com- 
pared with tho men, not only of other 
countries, but of other times. They 
cannot escape from the liabilities and 
burdens which their greatness imposes 
on them. No one desires mere fer- 
vently than I do that they may be en- 
abled to realize tho highest hopes and 
anticipations that belong to their great 
position in the family of men.

Electors of British Columbia. The Ministry buc 
eeeded.wlth the aid of a servile and corrupt majority, 
la forcing through the Legislature, under faUe pre- 
tences of the old law having been disallowed, a new 
QaellUeetlon and Hegtstratlon of Vetera Act. This 
Aot not only surrounds the frsnchlss right with un- 
,„„„., uid veistloue complications and restrio. 
ttoas amounting practically to a return to the old

The Registration Act- 

The) conspiracy of the Government 
cgainst the rights and privileges of the 
people seems likely to suooeed— so far, 
at least, as the diafranohisoniant of sev- 
eral hundred voters is concerned. 
Much as the inconvenience of re-registra- 
tion is felt in the cities, it is worse in the 
country districts, whoro every elector's 
next door neighbor is not a Justice of 
the Peace and where, in tomn oasos, man 
■will have to travel from 60 to 100 miles 
to put in their claims. Take the case of 
Lillooet as an example: For many years 
the residents of Canoe Greek Polling Di- 
vision were allowed to send their claims 
to a neighbor for registration. No one 
felt the inoonveniouoe. With the pas- 
•age of the new Aot the Government 
withdrew the privilege long enjoyed by 
the Canoe Crackers, and located the Col- 
lector at Clinton, 60 miles distant. This 
outrageous step in taken because nearly 
all the residnnts of the locality ate known 
to be inimical to the Local Government 
and because it is believed that few will 
tooubla themselves about riding sixty 
miles to register thoir votes. When 
we find old residents of Viotoria— 
men who pay taxes on large amounts of 
real estate— men who have voted at elec- 
tions for twenty years —so thoroughly 
disgusted with the new Aot and dis 
heartened at tho muddle into which the 
Government have got public affairs that 
thev can scarcely be induced to walk 
half-a-dozen blocks to the Sheriff's office 
and record their claims, who can won- 
der if in Lillooet and other districts men 

and guod men, too— are to be found 

who refuse to ride sixty miles for tho 
same purpose. When voting time comes 
the Government, to carry out their gen- 
eral policy of disfranchisement, have 
only to closa Canoe Creek Piliiug Divi- 
sion and the outrugo will bo complete. 
Every man who takes the trouble to re- 
gister will have to ride sixty miles to se- 
oure a voto. Bad a-i Liilooet's ensa is 
there are other districts nearly as bad. 
To ooma nearer hom^: There is tho ad- 
joining district of Victoria. This dis- 
trict is some twenty-live miles long by 
about ten broad. One would have 
thought that in appointing Collectors a 
resident in each polling divisiou would 
have been selected to facilitate the work 
of registration; or, at least that, if only 
one Collector was to be appointed a per- 
son residing in a central position — say 
at Lake— would huve been ohoson. 
What is tho fact ? The present 
Colleotor resides almost at the ex 
tremity of tho District, and that ex- 
tremity furthest from tho most populous 
•actions. Bo, then, if a voter of Cedar 
Hill or Lake wisiies to reoord his olaim, 
iu order to ensure its delivery he must 
needs procure a conveyance to take him 
or a friend '20 miles and place tho paper 
in tho Collector's hands. It is all very 
fine to say to tho elector: "You have the 
xaail; avail yoursolves of that conveni- 
ence." Bat many of the electors reside 
as far from a post-office us they do from 
the Colleotor, and if they lived over so 
close to tho latter what guarantee would 
the posting of the document be that it 
would ever reach its destination,— or if 
it did that the name would appear oor- 
reotly on tho official lists ? Nouo what- 
ever. We know of ut least one instance 
where a registration paper was posted 
last summer that never reached the Col- 
leotor: it anyrato, the name does not ap- 
pear OB the voters' list for the District. 
We have heard of cases of peculiar hard- 
ship in New Westminster and Nanaimo 
Districts, where settlers have to 
tramp many miles to record their votes 
and some Dave not shirked that patriotic 
duty. One elector told the Collectoi of Nt»w 
Westminster District that ho liad walked 
19 miles and swam a stream to get there; 
and, added he,"i would imitate LuuuJer 
and'swim the Hellespont, rather than 
miss an opportunity to vote against a 
Governmont that would try to rob me of 
my birthright." This settler is an Eng- 
lishman. He had been a votor uiuo years, 
and had ran tho gauntlet of 
four courts of revision without 
any objection being made to his vote. 
Yet he was compelled to walk 1'J milea 
and risk his life to register his okim as a 
yoterl Nearly every day ou our own 
utrroU one meets with an old and valued 
resident of the L'roviuce who has lost his 
right to voto simply by removing from 
another part of the Province. There are 
snore* ot residents of Victoiiu and Now 
VVVv.. minster ui the uraneut uiomeut who 
hav-i resided for tnauy yaarfl without the 
electoral limits of those plaoas, and who 



havo lately carae to reside within those dis- 
tricts. These men are e~ery ono disfran- 
chised. Thoy cannot register in tho dis- 
trict* just left because they have relin- 
quished their residence therein; and they 
cannot register in the cities for the rea- 
son that thoy have not resided there for 
a period of twelve months. Wo aro 
speaking now of residents. The law makes 
a inoBt unjustifiable exception in tho case 
of propertyholders. A man may bo an 
absentee propertyholder— say a resident 
of England— yet on attorney may register 
tho name in any district in which his 
principal may htve property, and he can 
vote if he only arrives on the day of elec- 
tion. The provisions of this Act are 
plainly aimed at the working classes who 
when in search of employment or new 
gold lields are often forced to exchange n 
residence in one district for another. Tho 
Government fear the real bone and sinew, 
the brawn and muscle of the Province, 
any one of whom is adding move to tho 
true wealth of the country than a dozen 
absentee landlords who draw incomes 
that are spent abroad, and who, unlike the 
workingman, bo far from increasing tLo 
productive forces of theProvinco aro not 
even consumers of taxable goods.

Coun. Shakespeare.— Tho original mo- 
tion was out of order, no notice of it be 
ing given previously. 

Coun. Gowen replied that if that mo- 
tion was illegal then 19 out of 20 rosolu 
tions passed this year were illegal. 

Coun. Walker— If this is tho 20th re- 
solution, thero is no roason why this 
shouldn't be legal, a full board was not 
present when the motion passed. Ho didn't 
care who was put in to look after the 
pipes. The taxpayers wanted a man ap- 
pointed. 

Conn. Williamswas infavor of appoint- 
ing some ono to look after the pipolaying, 
but wo had two men charged to look after 
this very businoss, why could not one of 
them look after it? 

Coun. Walker did not know a business 
man in this city who would lay outS200,- 
000 without having a competent person 
to look after the job. Neither of the two 
gentlemen alluded to were practical men. 

Tho Mayor read his reasons for giving 
tho casting vote against the appointment 
of an officer: 1st, because the seourity 
was ample; 2d, because % ef tho contract 
money would lie for six mouths; 3d, it 
would be Buioidal for tho contractor to 
make any but a good job; 4th, each sec- 
tion will bo under test as work progresses. 
5th. He had taken the advice of two bar- 
risters and it was the duty of the 
Water Commissioner to ask for an as - 
sistant, which he had not done. With 
regard to the present motion, the Coun- 
cillors had waived their right before ho 
(the Mayor) had given his decision, and 
it was too late to bring it up now. 

Coun. Gerow said that the Mayor had 
himself raised the objection at a previous 
meeting. He had called this meeting 
aftor taking the advioe of two barristers 
and now ha says it is illegal. 

The Mayor — I did it out of oonrtesy. 

Coun. Gerow— Courtesy I If it was ille- 
gal it was no courtesy. Ho did not be- 
lieve that either the Wuter Commissioner 
or the City Engineer was oompetont, and 
as for work, they never did any. For 
every %ths of an inch of gasket put in 
instead of lead the contractor would gain 
$1000. Ho would allow no man to lead 
a joint without an Inspector, and he 
would not trust tho Mayor. Ho insisted 
upon a man being aupoiutod; it was the 
most particular job of tha whole; a 
break in that pipe wonld ruin the city in 
case of fire. For the credit of the city 
he oould not understand how any man 
conld stand np and objeot to this mo- 
tion. 

The Mavor — What is tho quantity of 
load required ? 

Coun. Gerow— You said that you saw 
Prseco put in three inches of lead. 

The Mayor— I said nothing of the 
kind. 

Conn. Trounce — What did you say to 
me? 

The Mayor — I said I saw 16 pipes laid. 
Saw ono inoh of gasket put in, the orifice 
filled with or 3 inches of load. 

Coun. Trounce — The socket of tho pipe 
is 4 inches deep. You Baid you bsw oue 
inch of gaskst put in and tho remainder 
of the space filled with lead. That space 
was throo_ inches deep. There is ne- 
cessity for having a superintendent over 
that work. Wo have a Water Commis 
sioner and an Engineer uoither of whom 
are competent wen. Itjis a great pity 
to pay two men neither of ffhora is 
praotioal. 

The Mayor — Coun. Trounoc, you aro 
hypothecating an idea, and you ought to 
draw it mild for it will get into tho pa- 
pers. 

Coun. Trounce — This was tho most 
important work that had aver been done 
by tho City and if it was not douo rightly 
thero would soon bo a general cry that 
tho whole th ing is a failure. 

Coun. Trounce — What do tho specifi- 
cations say ? 

The Mayor — I don't know. 

Conn. Bhakospoare, seconded by Coun. 
Walkor moved that in the opinion of this 
Council it is desirable to appoint a oom 
patentperson to superintend tho laying of 
tho watorpipee. 

The Mayor said it was out of ordor. 

Coun. Shakespeare— If you rule that 
this motion cannot bo brought up ngiiin 
this year, wa shall still do so. Tho Chair- 
man of a meeting should submit to 
tho will of the majority. 

The Mayor said that he waa not going 
to bo made a fool of. 

Coun. Shakospeare— If you won't put 
it someone else will. 

Tho Mayor— I shall take my seat at the 
Council Board as a Councillor for tho 
whole City. 

Coun. Gerow.— You aro more for the 
contractor than for tho oity. Horo ij a 
letter from Mr. Proeco and ho. says if we 
appoint a man over him ho will ba re 
leased from tho bond. What bu.-iiusHs is 
that of his ? If he wants to mako a good 
job of it be wouldn't care if there were 20 
men appointed over liirq. Thero is sure 
to bo a man appointed, 

Tho Mayor suid ho would not subservo 
himself to any party in tho Council. 

Coun. Gerow— You seem to bo ontiroly 
in favor of the contractor. 

Coun. Trounce — Tho specification says 
that there shall not bo lens than tlir'eo 
inches of lend. 

Tho Mayor— It says nothing of tho kind. 

Cptjn. Trounce— What does it say ? 

The Mayor — It says that ho shall put 
at least one inch of gasket [sensation. J. 

Court- Trounce — I knew what it said; 
I wished to draw you out. I knew yon 
know what it said, although you de- 
nied it, If the) specification says at least 
one inoh of gasket, may ho not put iu 
threo inches of gasket and only one 



Now, then, 1 say your conduct 
bhows that a man orjght to bo appointed 

Coun. Williams moved that the City 
Engineer bo instructed to visit the ditch 
duily and report what tho contractor was 
d ing.

Tho motion of Coun. Shakespearo was 
then declared out of ordor. 

The motion of Coun. Williams was de- 
clared in ordor aud was carried by the 
casting voto of the Mayor. 

Tho meeting then adjourned.

General Brycher, who 
residos immediately ;> oppo»ito the 
brilish Consulate, was first surrounded. 
He refused to surrender and shot and 
killed four Hay lien officers before he was 
fired ou and mortally wounded, whon ho 
orcpt into tho Britiau Consulate and died. 
A shot intended for lecher killed a 
servantof the British Consul. When they 
reaolted tho residence of Pierre, 
who was a candidate for tho pres 
idency, when Gonural Messages appeared 
aud shot himsoif. Gen. Carroll was in 
tho vioiiiity of the American Miuister's at 
tho head of a body of soldiers. On seeing 
theso the government forces loft Gen. 
Carroll and Qad. Tho General went into 
Minister Bassett's reuidonen, under tho 
stars and stripes, nhdro ho remained. 
Hie scone* whiolj followed these inci- 
dents aro indeitoribable. The President, 
a man of overwhelming paa iou, directed 
tho arrest of every person (-uspeoted. 
Arrests wuro made throughout the repub- 
lic, causing a gcnorsl panic. Several of 
the houses were pillaged and blunt."
